In Bona, he appeared to be the meet serious candidate for the 
Ghaimanehip of the Cossdttsa, and we oculd see no ham if ha la 
finally- elected to this position. Wo hod specifically instructed 
our representative In Rome not to interfere in connection with dis- 
cussions going on for the elect! cm of Fresher!’* successor and this 
remsinsd his instruction. 



3. I said to Lord Jelliooe that I appreciated the Brltleh 
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relationship and position vla*a-tls Aba* X Upi and would haw no 
objootlon to Abas Kupl a* tha ha ad o f tho Albanian National 
OonwUtoo. 1 did not, howovwr, think It was naaotsaiy or dasinhlo 
to antagonist a lot of pooplo or to otir up a bathla owor thia nattar. 
If tha Albaniana thaaaoloaa would agrwo on tholr Ohaiman, oo iwnoh 
tho bsttor. If fioatl la oulootod, oo should support hla fullyj it 
Xbpt should bo alootod, tho tamo would hold for hi*) If Andonl or 
oonobody also ahould bo alootod, it would bo all light with oo. 
lit 1 did want to *uko It also* to hi* that wo did not lntond to 
intoiforo la any way with tha ©urrsat negotiations In oonaootloa with 
tha oleotioa of a Ghaiman for tha Albanian National C wait boo. 

If, hoawiwr, tho Albaniana ahould bo unobla to ogyoo upon a Ohaiman, 
than it sight bo ttprgtiiti for u to roooiuidar our position and 
agraa to x*»oator tho piotnrs in m adrieatjr rala.
